JRDER FOR 
OLIVES SEEN

Climaxing several conferences 
by representatives of the olive in- 
dustry and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture the last 
of a series of public meetings will 
be held at the Lindsay High 
School auditorium, ‘Wednesday, 
March 11 at 7:30 p.m. Earlier 
‘meetings are to be held Monday, 
March 9, at Oroville and Tuesday, 

March 10 at Sacramento. 


These conferénces and meetings 
are aimed at solving the highly 
uncertain marketing conditions of 
ripe olives and toward bringing 
olive growers a reasonable return 
for their product. 

QO. L.. Gaither, chairman of the 
State Olive committee of the Cali- 
fornia Farm Bureau Federation 
and leader of the Tulare County 
Marketing committee, will outline 
the program to be put in effect by 
the federal marketing order. 

This program would require a 
diversion to other uses that por- 
.tion of the olive crop that could 
not be absorbed in the ripe olive 
market at a fair price. These 
uses are Spanish Greens, olive oil 
and possibly Greeks and Sicilian. 
The diversion would be made at 
the time of delivery, either by size 
or percentage of total volume or 
both as determined by an admin- 
istrative committee elected by the 
growers. 

Besides diversion of olives, more 
stringent quality requirements 
are to be imposed on olives going 
into cans. To protect grower and 
packer against unfair competition, 
Federal inspection will be made 
at receiving points to insure that 
substandard olives and culls are 
determined accurately. Non-can- 
ning olives will then be segregat- 
ed permanently so that they can- 
not be regarded and canned. 

This marketing order would 
apply to Arizona as well as Cali- 
fornia.

THE 
VET 
SEZ 
By Dr. Charles S. Crane 


I have a “fan club,” or to be 
more accurate, a fan — short for 
fanatic -— with a club in. her 
hand. ; 

My fan club writes that “it is 
now possible for farmers to do 
most of their own veterinary 
work and you resent that situa- 
tion.” 

On the contrary, I feel that to 
be an admirable position and I 
|wish you luck. It is not a new 
situation, though; ask any old- 
time cattleman how much veter- 
j inary service he depended on 30 
years ago. But trouble is be- 
/eoming increasingly difficult to 
|cope with in the face of new dis- 
‘eases and more and more traffic 
‘in livestock. 
| Then when you say, ‘‘so many 
‘of us have never had a vet that 
| has done us the amount of good 
his bill amounted to,” I am cut 
jto the quick, not so much from 
ithe personal point of view, but 
\from the viewpoint of the profes- 
sion. 

Sure, every veterinarian has a 
case once in a while that is slow 
to respond or makes no response 
to treatment, or sometimes a case 
that is difficult to diagnose, or a 
case in which return to complete 
health does not result from one 
short visit of the veterinarian. 
But when you say ‘‘never,”’ that 
is mighty inclusive language. It 
suggests two replies, one being 
that perhaps you should fot wait 
until the critter is gasping its 
last and you have exhausted your 
own ideas as to the cause of its 
dilemma and likewise exhausted 
|your supply of remedies. It then 
becomes a race between the tallow 
| wagon and the Vet. 

The other reply is in regard to 
;your attitude; a negative attitude. 
An animal could have the most 
|trivial of ailments, and if the 
owner, who knows for sure the 
‘worst thing he could do would be 
to calla Vet... but does, in spite 
‘of his better judgment, I have a 
tough time trying to make good 
come of the visit. 

On the other hand, a coopera- 
tive owner, who has a little con- 
fidence, and who is willing to pro- 
| vide a little care, very often can 
work miracles with the most frac- 
tious of cases. 

I had in mind discussing pre- 
ventive medicine and how to stay 
out of trouble by doing something 
to keep it from happening. There 
is a lot to cover on this subject, 
}so I'll just mention the thing now, 
brace myself for my fan club and 
go into a discussion of preven- 
tion, rather than treatment, next 
week.

His | 
name is Alex J. Calhoun and he,

Progress in improving Acala 
4-42 cotton for tolerance to Verti- 
cullium or cotton wilt will show 
up in the 1953 planting cotton 
seed. This improvement. will be 
even greater: in the seed which 
will be available in 1954. 

Tests conducted last season on 
two Tulare county ranches, on 
land where wilt was known to be 
a problem, have borne out this 
improvement. . 

Verticillium wilt is a soil borne 
fungus disease and is one of the 
worse diseases which affects the 
cotton plant. This fungus also 
affects numerous other crops as 
well. 

Last season wilt. development 
was more favorable because of the 
below normal temperatures dur- 
ing the spring. : 

However, Acala 4-42 WR, a 
improved strain of wilt resistant 
seed which will be available as 
green tag seed in 1954 gave an 
increase of 699 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre above the average 
yield of adjacent rows of the

If all goes well and no hitches 
develop the pits should be planted 
in a few days with desirable for- 
age fish like the golden shiner as 
food for the sports fish to be 
stocked after the forage has be- 
come well established. We sin- 
cerely hope that no ‘“‘Johnny Ap- 
pleseed” takes it upon himself to 
be a good provider and’put some 
fish in that pit which will upset 
the program. If the project has

The 
cotton planting seed which will 
be available for the 1953 season 
showed an increase in yield of 
237 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre. 

These and other minor improve- 
ments make it advisable for cot- 
ton growers to use seed with the 
latest improvements in wilt toler- 
ance rather than save seed from 
last year’s crop, unless it was 
purple tag seed. 

However, improved seed alone 
will not be a cure-all as far as the 
control of cotton wilt is concerned. 

Growers can aid in avoiding 
conditions favorable for the wilt 
organisms by planting when the 
soil temperature is right for good 
seed germination. Minimum soil 
temperature for planting is 58° 
at 8 inches below the soil surface

The chemical slows down top 
growth. The beets then manufat- 
ture more sugar to store in the 
roots. After treatment, newly- 
developed leaves become thin and 
| strap-like. Older leaves become 
thick and brittle after treatment 
with the hormone. Beets well 
fertilized with nitrogen gave high- 
est sugar increases when sprayed 


with the growth regulator. Actual 
timing and dosages of sprays are 
still to be worked out. 

In Imperial valley tests, the 
\Sprays also reduced holting from 
‘40 per cent to six per cent.
